T IS hard to imagine the automobile without the presence 
of air under pressure. The pneumatic tire, the provi- 
sion for seeing that the fuel and lubrication of the car are 
cared for, the circulation of water and other important items 
in the continued comfortable operation of the car depend 
upon it. Lately the use of compressed air has been growing 
in the manufacturing end of the industry. Word comes of 
the use of a pneumatic conveyor that handles steels shavings 
and chips that weigh forty pounds to the cubic foot and 
moves them a distance of 500 ‘feet to a washer, at the rate 
of six tons per hour. More than half a million pounds of air 
are pumped through the system daily. All of the oil is 
reclaimed by the use of this ingenious and novel system,

first half of the year are timely. They show that the total 
from this source for the period named was $101,250,841. A 
tidy sum that, is it not, Secretary Mellon? 

A countrywide average of 2.55 cents per gallon, in all 
the states except New York and Massachusetts shows that 
motor vehicles used 4,919,000,000 gallons of gas in the first 
six months of 1927. This is an increase of 11.4 per cent. 
over the corresponding figure for 1926, with estimates for 
the two states not imposing the tax, while the revenue 
exceeds the 1926 figures by 19.2 per cent. Increase in 
motor vehicle registration was only 7 per cent. It really 
does seem as if the automobile had got so far away from 
being a luxury that to call it a “near-luxury” is as much of 
a misnomer as “near-béer.” Creators of both names are 
poor judges of distance.

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Are We Saturated? 


HIS question is not a slap at the Eighteenth Amendment. 





It is prompted by a statement in a recent issue of the 


Automotive Daily News by Milan V. Ayres of the National 
Association of Finance Companies. _ 
Speaking before a conference of this organization Mr. 


Ayres told his fellow members that the 20,000,000 cars now 


in use constituted a saturation point for domestic consump- 
tion under present conditions. 

In its final analysis this means that no new car 
buyers would develop from year to year. The domes- 
tic market would consist entirely of sales to buyers 
whose previous cars had worn out in service. Obvi- 
ously, Mr. Ayres does not mean to carry his saturation 
argument to its ultimate inference, but he does mean 
that there will be relatively few buyers of motor cars 
who have never before been owners coming into the 
market. The entire domestic market that the manu- 
facturers can look for must then be replacements. 

We do not agree with this. We believe that there are 
still classes of motor car buyers who are untapped. Never- 
theless, suppose for a moment we play with this idea and 
see what it gives us. 

With 20,000,000 cars in service throughout the 
country and with ‘the length of life of the average car 
somewhere between five and seven years, we may 
expect somewhat over 3,000,000 vehicles to go out of 
service each year. Suppose we place the number at 
3,500,000. This number of car owners will be in the 
market each year to replace vehicles that have been 
worn out in service. And in spite of figures, we be- 
lieve that the average car life in this country is well 
below seven years. Certainly that amount of service 
is built into any good American car of the present 
day, but the traditional carelessness of owners in the 
maintenance of their vehicles reduces, we believe, 
the average life far below the potential figure. At 
any rate our hypothetical 3,500,000 cars going cut of 
service each year is conservative enough. 

At the present moment our exports of motor vehicles 
make a demand on the factories for upwards of 500,000 
vehicles. The export field is growing rapidly. Within a}! 
very short time the number of motor vehicles shipped abroad 
will reach the 1,000,000 mark. So keen a student of export 
matters as John N. Willys has told us that eventually we must 
be ready to ship 2,000,000 cars a year overseas. But even 
accepting our figure of 1,000,000 as the immediate maximum 
in the es field, we get a figure of 4,500,000 production 
by the factories. 

Now, four and a half million motor vehicles is 
not the record producticn, but it certainly would be 
an extremely satisfactory year’s business under any 
circumstances. It would need only a slight miscalcu- 
lation as regards the saturation factor to lift such a 
year’s business above any record yet established. 

At any rate even pessimism itself cannot find any cause 
for alarm on the part of the automotive industry over the 
outlook for the next few years.

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© Raakob Predicts Recor 
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Prosperity During 1928 





EW YORK, Nov. 19.—That his prediction of a new 

production record of 5,000,000 automobiles in 1928 
was no mere gesture of optimism is evident in subsequent 
remarks of John J. Raskob, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the General Motors Corporation, during the re- 
mainder of his address to the 500 guests at a dinner to Pro- 
fessor Edwin R. A. Seligman of Columbia University, at the 


Ritz-Carlton Thursday evening. 


Mr. Raskob pointed out 


that the production of passenger cars and-trucks this year 
totals about 3,500,000 in the United States and Canada. 


The high figure for this year, heé 


said, had been attained with the 
Ford plants prac- 
tically at a stand- 
still, and with the 
return of Ford to

“If credit is) 
restricted to the proper commod-| 
ities, under the proper manage- 
ment, it will gradually throw off 
its abuses and will stand forth as) 
one “of the most signal contribu- | 
tions of the twentieth century to the 
potential creation of national wealth | 
and national welfare.” 

Professcr Seligman said that the 
“usual guesses” as to the percent-| 
age of automobiles sold on credit, | 
something in the neighborhood of | 
75 or 80 per cent., were wrong. His} 
survey, he added, had disclosed that | 
less than 60 per cent. of the cars| 
were sold on the installment plan. |
